the preamble of claim 1, in which the reaction of 
individual immune cells of a single person to 
xenogenic medicaments is investigated and the 
individual tolerance is thus determined. 



Although the closest document, Naturwissenschaf ten 
76, 1989, pp. 530 ff., investigates the effect of 
mistletoe extracts on the activity of immune cells 
with respect to cancer cells, the test subjects are 
categorized only in 3 potency groups; there is no 
individual typing; cf., page 531, left-hand column: 
"Without considering individual reactions of the 
blood donors, . . .
